Pilot Being Convoyed 
Back to Shannon When 
Engines Fail — 11 
Americans, 47 Italians 
Aboard. 


GALWAY, Ireland, Aug. 15 (AP) 
Its fuel exhausted, an American 
four-engine air liner crash-landed 
into the Atlantic off western Ire- 
land in darkness early today. Nine 
of its 58 occupants were killed and 
the rest were saved in a dramatic 
sea-air rescue. 

Among those saved was Ruth 
Nichols, noted American flyer. 

The big Skymaster, bound from 
Rome to New York with 47 Italian 
emigrants to Venezuela and 11 


Americans aboard, overshot Shan- 
non airport. Another American 
airliner tried to escort it back to 
Shannon, but the Skymaster’s 
gasoline gave out and it plopped 
into the calm sea 15 miles off the 
Irish coast. 


Planes Aid Rescue. 


British and American transport 
planes guided surface vessels in 
the rescue operations. 

Nine. of the Americans aboard 
were crew members and two were 
employes of Transocean Airlines, 
owners of the plane. 

Ten hours after the plane 
dropped through a cloudbank into 
the sea, the British trawler Stal- 
berg pulled into Galway harbor 
with 49 survivors. The Irish 
steamer Lanahrone had helped in 
the rescue work, 

One American crewman was 
killed. The other eight dead were 
passengers, according to Otis Nel- 
son, president of Transocean Ajir- 


es. 

Nelson identified the dead crew- 
man as Radio Officer Herbert 
Asbel of Brooklyn, N.Y. Survivors 
said he was killed while he was 
trying to leave the plane. Appar- 
ently he was struck by a piece of 
the plane’s broken tail. 

Radio Blanked Out. 

When the plane was approach- 
ing Shannon, Asbel’s radio equip- 
ment was blanked out by atmo- 
spheric conditions, and this caused 
the plane to overshoot the airport. 
Over the Atlantic, the plane went 
down so gently, the survivors 
said, that they were not even 
thrown from their seats. 

Authorities at Shannon gave 
this tentative list of the other 
crew members. They are: Capt. 
Edward C. Bessey, Whethersfield, 
Conn.; First Officer Richard B. 
Hall, Long Beach, Calif.; Second 
Officer John Moore, Windsor

Second Radio Officer Robert 
Thomas, Windsor Locks, Conn.; 
Purser Ralph H. Fischer, Sara- 
toga Springs, N. T.; Stewardess 
Genevieve F. Crowley, address not 
given; Miss Luigina Cerabona, 
second stewardess, address not 
given. 

Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Derr of 
Oakland, Calif., were the other 
Americans aboard. 

Miss Cerabona was taken to a 
hospital with severe chest injuries. 

The only woman passenger, an 
Italian, was reported to be among 
the dead. She was not immediate- 
ly identified.

: Mayor Says He Doesn’t 


Want to See Leader of 


Move to Restore Ex-

Mayor Joseph M. Darst said 
flatly today that he would not re- 
instate Fire Chief Frank Egen- 
riether. 

He made the statement when 
asked by reporters about a con- 
ference on the matter which A. 
A. Ahner, industrial relations 
counselor, had said Saturday was 
scheduled for today for him and 
the Mayor. 

Darst said he was “not inter- 
ested” in seeing Ahner, adding: 
„J don’t intend to allow any self- 
appointed group to determine any 
policy that it is my evident duty 
to determine.” 

$1500 Raised. 

Ahner, who has raised $1500 in 
contributions and pledges as part 
of a movement to restore Egen- 
riether to his job, said he thought 
the Mayor’s refusal to see a con- 
stituent and taxpayer was “very 
unfortunate for both the Mayor 
and the people of St. Louis.” 

Ahner said he had been assured 
by a member of the Mayor’s cab- 
inet last Friday that the Mayor 
would see him today, at an hour 
to be fixed. “I have no official 
knowledge of cancellation of the 
appointment,” Ahner said. 

“Tf no further word is forthcom- 
ing, setting a time for the con- 
ference, I will renew my request 
by wire. If I am turned down I 
will take whatever action seems 
appropriate. This action might be 
in the form of some kind of liti- 
gation.” > 

The Mayor told a press confer- 
ence he ‘expected to issue a state- 
ment on the Egenriether matter in 
a few days, in which, “in view of 
some published statements which 
I think are irresponsible, I will 
make certain facts public.” 

He said Ahner had requested the 
conference through Director of 
Public Welfare John J. O’Toole, 
but that O’Toole had told Ahner 
the Mayor likely would not be in- 
terested in seeing him. 

Hypothetical Reasoning. 

Darst said he told O’Toole today 
that he did not want to see Ahner. 
“T do not intend to waste any 
time on it,” Darst added. “There 
seems to be a lot of hypothetical 
reasoning going on. I have no in- 
formation that Egenriether is in- 
terested in returning to the depart- 
ment.” 

The Mayor has said he would con- 
sent to Egenriether’s return to the 
department, but not as chief. Un- 
der civil service rules, Egenriether 
would have to return as chief, 
then apply for demotion. 

Egenriether resigned suddenly 
Aug. 3 after announcing that the 
administration had attempted to 
force him to recommend that 124 
firemen be dropped for economy. 
After the resignation the Mayor 
said plans for the cut had been 
abandoned.

Four members, Representatives 
Javits (Rep.), New York; Fulton 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania; Ribicoff 
(Dem.), Connecticut and Smath- 
ers (Dem.), Florida, sponsored the 
amendment urging Far Eastern 
nations to set up a Pacific pact. 
It was adopted by a vote mem- 
ders said was “almost unanimous.”

A committee member has 
said he was told that Mrs. Tru- 
man sent a thank-you note for 
this freezer to Gross, thinking he 
was the donor. 

Statement by McCarthy.

Higher bus and streetcar fares 
of Public Service Co. went into 
effect today, causing numerous 
delays as passengers fumbled with 
pennies and tokens and operators 
were kept busy making change. 
The fare went up from 10 cents 
to 12 cents, or three tokens for 
35 cents. 

The city is its 
to keep the 10-cent cash fare and 
to restore some form of weekly 
pass. It has moved for a rehear- 
ing of the fare case by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, 
and arguments of opposing coun- 
sel will be presented before the 
commission in Jefferson City at 
10 a.m. tomorrow. 

Public Service Co. reported de- 
lays averaging three to 10 min- 
utes on’ streetcar lines and three 
to six minutes on bus lines. Some 
passengers complained the trip 
downtown to work this morning 
took 30 minutes longer than usual. 
By passing, busses were able to 
make up some of the lost time, 

Big Demand for Tokens. 

The demand for tokens was 
much greater than had been anti- 
cipated, the company reported. 
Many riders purchased nine, 12 or 
more, such transactions taking 
more time than the minimum pur- 
chase of three tokens, Agents 
were stationed at 25 strategic 
points with tokens to replenish 
supplies as needed, and radio- 
equipped scout atomobiles stood 
ready to rush additional supplies.

WIESBADEN, Germany, Aug. 
15—The federal republic of Ger- 
many to be formally inaugurated 
in September got off to an uneasy 
and unexciting start with the 
election of members of the Bund- 
estag, or lower house, of the 
federal Parliament. 
Returns from yesterday’s elec- 
tions, in which almost 24,000,000 
voted, showed the Christian Demo- 
crats had emerged as a strongest 
of the 11 different parties which 
will be represented. 
The Social Democrats (Social 
ists) ran a close second through- 
out the 11 provinces, or Laender, 
of western Germany in the first 
post-war general election. 

Reds a Poor Fourth. 
The Communists were a poor 
fourth despite their well-financed 
and energetic campaign. They 
lost proportionately in every dis- 
trict. 
In the industrial Ruhr which is 
one of Germany's focal points of 
discontent and trouble the Reds’ 
share in the total votes was cut 
by half. Out of 402 seats in the 
new Parliament, the Communists 
will have only 15. 
The Christian Democrats are 
mainly a right-wing group with 
strong church bias and economic 
policies sufficiently broad to in- 
clude almost all es of politi- 


fight coal coloriig-with the exception of 


Marxist parties like the Socialist 
and Communist, 

Except for the church aspect, 
most American Republicans would 
find themselves comfortable 
among Christian Democrats. Left- 
wing elements exist, but are un- 
important. 

Likely Coalition. 

The Christian Democrats, how- 
ever, will have only 139 of the 
parliamentary seats. They are ex- 
pected to be joined by the Free 
Democratic party, or “liberals,” 
with 52 seats and a hatful of other 
right-wing splinter parties rang- 
ing from the German party and 
Bavarian party with 17 seats each 
to the extreme right-wing almost 
Nazi German Party of the Right 
with five. 

As the price of their co-opera- 
tion in the government, the Free 
Democrats are expected to receive 
the privilege of the fed- 
eral President. He will be Dr. 
Theodor Heuss of Stuttgart, for- 
mer law professor and writer. 

The new Chancellor or Prime 
Minister win be Konrad Aden- 
auer, 73-year-old former Lord 
Mayor of Cologne and one of mod- 
ern Germany's craftiest politi- 
cians. With good reason he has 
sometimes been labeled the “old 
fox.” His model of political de- 
portment is Talleyrand, 

The coalition which Adenauer 
will lead will not be greatly dif- 
ferent from those of Weimar Re- 
public days. They proved so 
futile then that they paved the 
way directly for Hitler's rise.

President, became Premier, with 
key posts going largely to neutrals 
who stood between executed Pres- 
ident Zaim and his exiled prede- 
cessor Shukri El Kuwatly. Zaim 
held power only 138 days, having 
been elevated to the presidency in 
a bloodless coup last March 30. 

Gen. Abdullah Afteh, whom Ku- 
watly had replaced with Zaim as 
commander of the Palestine front, 
returned to the Ministry of De- 
fense. The Ministry of the In- 
terior, vital for police control, 
went to Rishti Kikiah, chief of 
the Moderate party. Former Min- 
ister to Washington Hazim Kutzi 
took over foreign affairs. 

Leaders Behind Revolt. 

Newspapers published long 
articles praising the engineer of 
both the March 30 and Aug. 14 
coups, Lt. Col. Bahij Kallas. They 
also praised Col. Sami Hennawi, 
who led the army officers in yes- 
terday’s seizure of power. 

Akram Hourani, 37-year-old 
lawyer associated closely with 
Kallas in installing Zaim last 
April, returned from Lebanon 
where he had been living pending 
the army’s overthrow of Zaim. 
Hourani, leader of the Syrian par- 
tisans against Israel and a burn- 
ing agrarian reformist, holds the 
agricultural portfolio in the new 
Cabinet. 

Hennawi, a 60-year-old profes- 
sional soldier and hero of the 
Palestine war, conferred with po- 
litical leaders throughout last 
night and then signed a decree 
forming the new cabinet in his 
capacity as “Syrian army com- 
mander-in-chief.” The assembled 
politicians included Faris El 
Khoury, Syria’s delegate to the 
United Nations. Kallas became 
Hennawi’s chief of staff. 

As the military junta turned the 
country over to a new cabinet, 
it lifted the curfew imposed last 
night. 

The junta reinstated all po- 
litical parties which had been dis- 
solved by Zaim dismissed the 
Chamber of Deputies and 
told four newspapers barred under 
the old government they could 
start publishing. 

Middle-Road Policy Expected. 

(The United Press said it was

The Government of President 
Kuwatly, which Zaim overthrew 
in his March coup, had refused 
to sign a pipeline agreement, but 
Zaim’s Government approved the 
American oil-head in Syria 
against some domestic opposition. 

I. was the first foreign corres- 
pondent to enter the Syrian capi- 
tal—shortly before dawn yester- 
day—after the army coup which 
ended in the execution of Zaim 
and Berazi on a charge of being 
“dictators.” When daylight broke 
the army’s junta was fully in con- 
trol. Armored cars of helmeted 


troops had promptly occupied the 
city squares. 

There now is no sign anywhere 
of either tension or worry. 

Account of Latest Coup. 

This second army coup in five 
months began at midnight Satur- 
day when telegraph and telephone 
lines were interrupted after Zaim 
and Berazi had gone to bed. The 
Ministry of Defense, Zaim’s ad- 
ministrative center, surrounded 
by the armed cars of Hennawi, 
surrendered between 1 and 2 
o’clock Sunday morning. 

When the arresting party, in 
motor cars, reached Zaim’s resi- 
dence, a block from the Ameri- 
can legation, the President’s chief 
bodyguard was taken aside by the 
raiders and warned against the 
uselessness of resistance. At 
2:10 am., nevertheless, a flurry 
of shots broke out.

Abdullah Says He Expected Syri- 
an Coup; Other Reaction. 


AMMAN, Hashemite Jordan, 
Aug. 15 (AP)—King Abdullah of

ni Zaim of Syria lost his life. 

“T was expecting it because 
Syria was building on the wrong 
foundation,” he said in an inter- 
view. “If the man who made the 
first coup (Zaim) had left the ad- 
ministration of the country to 
the proper people and did not 
change the constitution but left 
that to the cgnstitutional assem- 
bly, he would have been praised 
and left a good reputation. 

“He did not do that. He made 
his people angry and received the 
result.” 

Abdullah, who has made no 
secret of his desire to incorpo- 
rate Syria into his Hashemite 
kingdom, urged an immediate 
meeting of the seven-nation Arab 
League to discuss the Syrian 
crisis. However, dispatches from 
Egypt, where the seven - nation 
league was scheduled to meet Sat- 
urday, said that meeting had been 
postponed. 

The dispatches said the Egyp- 
tian Cabinet had been called into 
emergency session to discuss the 
situation, but there was no gov- 
ernment cuinment, 

Abdullah moved swiftly on the 
diplomatic front after news of the 
Syrian coup. He called in the 
foreign diplomatic corps including 
American Charge d-Affaires Wells 
Staebler. The United States, 
France and Egypt are among the 
countries most vitally concerned 
over the upheaval in Syria. 

President Zaim had told the 
Associated Press last week he had 
intended to fortify all Syrian 
frontiers, not only against a pos- 
sible Israeli invasion, but against 
any effort by Abdullah to incorpo- 
rate Syria into his kingdom. 

When Zaim rose to power he 
seemed favorable to Abdullah’s 
greater Syria plans. But, suddenly 
and without warning, Zaim de- 
cided he wanted no part of any 
program involving Abdullah. 

In Jerusalem,. Gen, William 
Riley, chief of staff for the Unit- 
ed Nations there, said the Arab 
world lost “two of its. grandest 
individuals” in the deaths of Zaim 
and Berazi in Syria. He said,

4TH ANNIVERSARY 


Emphasis Is on Progress Na- 
tion Has Made Since the 
Military Collapse. 


TOKYO, Aug. 15 (AP)—The 
fourth anniversary of Japan’s de- 
cision to surrender to the Allies 
passed today without any direct 
reminders of their military col- 


lapse in World War II. The Japa- |

The only official statement by

A one-half per cent solution of 
pyribenzamine in a spray or nose 
drops brought relief to 79 per cent 
of persons tested without causing 
any side effects, the physicians 
said. 

The relief came immediately, 
lasting half an hour to four hours,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
A Senate fight over the nation’s 
power policy opened today. 

On one side were those advo- 
cating use of public funds to build 
transmission lines for distributing 
power generated at Government | 
Hydro-electric dams. 

On the other were Senators 
who argue that Government power 
should be distributed, when pos- 
sible, by private utility companies. 

One of these, Senator Elmer 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, ‘said 
the issue is “the nationalization 
of electricity in the United States.” 

Thomas, a member of the Sen- 


ate Appropriations Committee, up- | 
held the committee’s action in de- | 
leting house-approved funds for a 
number of Government transmis- | 
sion lines in the Southwest, North- 
west and West. 

Senator Hayden (Dem.), Ari | 
gona, told the Senate Friday that 
the private utilities have no cause | 
for alarm that the “Government | 
intends to drive them out of busi- | 
ness.” 

Senator Gurney (Rep.), South | 
Dakota, said the committee’s al- | 
lotments for the Reclamation | 
Bureau emphasize the | 
and primary purpose of the rec- 
lamation program—to give farm 
ers water. 


California Project Cited. | 

He cited the California Central 
Valley project as an example. By 
withholding funds for the so- 
called “west side” transmission | 
lines, he said it was possible for 
the committee to speed up the 
irrigation program. 

Thomas urged adoption of the 
committee amendments reducing | 
funds for the Southwestern Power | 
Administration from the $9,000,000 
voted by the House to $3,874,020. 

Thomas said he favors the com- 
mittee’s recommendation that the 
Government negotiate contracts 
with utility companies embracing 
the principles of a 1946 agreement | 
with the Texas Power & Light 
Co. 

Under that arrangement, he 
said, Government hydro power | 
may be firmed up by existing pri- | 
vate steam palnts and transmitted | 
over existing private transmission | 
lines at rates to be fixed by the 
Federal Power Commission. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee wound up almost six 
months of work today by approv- 
ing far-reaching changes in the 
Social Security Act since its en- 
actment in 1935. A final draft of 
the completed legislation will be 
introduced in the House in a day 
or two. 

House leaders have indicated 
that they want to try to get House 
action on the social security re- 
vision measure as this session of 
Congress. The Senate, however, | 
will not work on the Dill until | 
next year. 


Action on Stop-Gap Fund Bills. 


The House, meanwhile, refused 
to pass another “stop-gap” appro- 
priation bill. This left the armed 
services and several other Govern- 
ment departments without funds 
to operate after midnight tonight. 

The House voted 176 to 145 for 
the “stop-gap” appropriation to 
finance the departments until 
there is more time to act on their 
regular appropriations. Under the 
procedure used, however, a two- 
thirds majority was required for 
passage. 

Administration leaders indicated 
they probably will call up the bill 
again, perhaps, tomorrow, under 
procedures that require only a 
majority vote. Some members said 
the temporary lack of funds may 
“paralyze” operations of the Mili- 
tary Establishment,” causing “ut- 
ter confusion and chaos.” 

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee today approved and 
sent to the floor a bill authorizing 
$633,315,682 for construction of 
military projects and housing here 
and overseas. The bill includes 
$130,075,500 for vital defense in- 
stallations in Alaska. ; 

The House Armed Services 
Committee has approved a similar 
bill, but it will not be called up 
in this session of Congress for 
full House action. 

The bill would provide expendi- 
ture of $2,892,000 in Illinois and 
$125,000 in Missouri. 

After the usual Monday White 
House conference Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Scott W. Lucas said 
today he sees no hope for ad- 
journment before Labor day. How- 
ever, House leaders said they hope 
the House can take a two-week 
vacation beginning about Aug. 25. 
The Senate would stay in session.

The House, according to the 
Democratic leaders, has only three 
major bills confronting it in the 
immediate future — the disputed

The Calcutta pool brought a $5 
bettor the handsome return of 
$300 in the Dixie handicap, a trap- 
shooting event held yesterday and 
Saturday at the Creve Coeur Gun 
Club. 

Holder of the winning ticket 
was Glenn Linn, who lives near 
Kansas City. He had paid the 
minimum price in an auction, part 
of the Calcutta pool procedure, 
for Dr. J. J. Rogers, a Kansas 
City dentist, “dark horse” winner 
of the Dixie. 

Although Dr. Rogers sold“ for 
only $5, a large number of pre- 
handicap favorites had been bid 
in for prices around $40. Bobby 
Roberts, an expert shooter of 
Stuttgart, Ark., brought $55 when 
his name was auctioned before 
start of the shoot. 


The Calcutta pool is a form of 
gambling that has been associated 
with practically all trapshooting 
events. Before the main event, 
the shooters are “auctioned” to 
the highest bidder. Purchasers of 
the top five marksmen divide the 
“pool”—the amount of money re- 
ceived in bids for all the shooters 
—in percentages of 30, 25, 20, 15 
and 10. 

A “pool” of about $2000 was 
raised for yesterday’s event in

The person who purchases the 
winning shooter divides the win- 
nings with the shooter. Thus, 
Linn, who got 30 per cent of $2000, 
or $600, actually took home one- 
half of this amount—$300.

If he bought himself in 
other forms of “optionals,” which

INSURANCE RATE 
HIKE FOR NEW YORK 
DRIVERS UNDER 25 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
Liability insurance rates go up 
today in New York State on auto- 
mobiles operated by drivers under 


25 years old, because of their bad 
accident record. The State Insur- 
ance Department announced yes- 
terday it had approved an imme- 
diate rise of 15 per cent in the 
New Tork City area and 20 per 
cent in the rest of the state. 

The department cited these fig- 
ures on a 1947 survey of 87,000 
drivers in the state outside of 
New York City. 14.4 per cent of 
the licensed operators were under 
25, and this 14.4 per cent had 28.5 
per cent of all fatal accidents and 
23.8 per cent of all non-fatal acci- 
dents.

Bennett heads the Verley 
Perfume Co. Hoffman is a Mil- 
waukee advertising man who is 
reported to have been once asso- 
ciated with the perfume company. 

Hoffman was on hand in the 
committee room when today’s ses- 
sion began. He told reporters he 
came to Washington voluntarily, 
and that he understood the com- 
mittee might question him pri- 
vately later in the day. 

Tells of Pressure. 

Col. John A. MacLaughlin of the 
Chemical Corps told the commit- 
tee he was informed last March 
or April that White House “pres- 
sure” was being exerted to deter- 
mine the status of negotiations 
with a Connecticut firm for a re- 
search contract. 

MacLaughlin, commanding offi- 
cer of the Chemical Corps tech- 
nical command at the Army chem- 
ical center in Maryland, was ques- 


tioned about the corps’ negotia- 


tions with the Deering-Milliken 
Research Trust of Greenwich, 
Conn., for a $20,000 contract to do 
research on the flow of air 
through cloth. 

He said Maj. John F. Gay, liaison 
officer in the office of Gen. Alden 
H. Waitt, recently suspended 
Chemical Corps chief, talked to 
him about these negotiations. 

“Maj. Gay said that the White 
House was putting pressure on 
Gen. Waitt to find out the status 
of negotiations which might or 
might not lead to a contract,” Mac- 
Laughlin testified. - 

No “Evaluation,” 

The witness added nothing was 
said about who at the White House 
was interested, and that he didn’t 
try to “evaluate” that. 

MacLaughlin asserted that, to 
his knowledge, such White House 
interest never had been expressed 
before or since in a contract ne- 
gotiation. 

Asked by Senator McCarthy 
whether he thought it was un- 
usual that the White House would 
express an interest in one bidder, 
he replied: 

J thought it was unusual in 
view of the fact that the contract 
was only for $20,000.. It didn't 
look to me like anybody would 
worry about it.” 

Col. MacLaughlin emphasized 
that the reported White House re- 
quest was for information only, 
and that “there never was at any 
time pressure put on me to try 
and obtain a contract for Deer- 
ing-Milliken.” 

The colonel said a number of 
firms were considered for the job 
but that no contract ever was 
awarded because the money which 
the corps had planned to use was 
diverted to another project. 

Francis D. Flanagan, a com- 
mittee investigator, testified last 
week that James V. Hunt, Wash- 
ington management counselor 
who is a central figure in the in- 
quiry agreed at one time to rep- 
resent the Deering-Milliken Re- 
search Trust in its efforts to ob- 
tain contracts here. Hunt has 
been described to the committee 
as a friend of Gen. Vaughan and 


Maj. Gay, now a student at the 
University of Wisconsin, told the 
committee that Gen. Waitt told 
him he was “personally interested 
in seeing that the Deering-Milli- 
ken company do some work for 
the Chemical Corps.” 

“IT think he mentioned at the 
time,” Gay said, “that Deering- 
Milliken has some influence at 
the White House that would prove 
valuable to him. in the future.” 

Waitt, in uniform, appeared at 
the hearing for the first time. He 
came as a spectator. 

After Gay's testimony, the com- 
mittee recessed its hearing until 
tomorrow but scheduled a meet- 
ing behind closed doors this aft- 
ernoon to dig deeper into the 
deep-freezer matter. 

Evidence thus far has prompted 
one committee member, Senator 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, to 
say he detected a plot by Waitt 
and Vaughan last May to “cut 
the throats” of fellow officers 
eligible to succeed Waitt. 

. Waitt and Maj. Gen. Herman 
Feldman, the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, have been under suspension 
since July 16. Secretary of the 
Army Gordon Gray said at the 
time they failed to exhibit judg- 
ment to be expected of men in 
their positions. 

Vaughan issued a statement 
about the freezers Saturday, 48 
hours after the matter cropped up 
in testimony at the Senate inquiry 
into whether improper influence 
has figured in getting Govern- 
ment business. 

Vaughan’s White House state- 
ment said that two old friends 
gave seven freezers to him four 
years ago, and that he then “made 
gifts of these units to certain 
friends of mine.” He said there

His name cropped up in testi- 
mony each of the five days the 
committee has conducted public 
hearings. And committee mem- 
bers predicted it will come up 
again when the group digs deeper 
into the evidence which resulted 
in Gen. Waitt’s suspension. 

The committee already has been 
told that Waitt wrote belittling 
reports on eight fellow officers 
eligible for his job, and sent them 
to Vaughan at the White House. 
The testimony was that Waift 
dictated the reports in the office 
of James V. Hunt, Washington 
management counselor. 

Hunt, a former Army officer, 
has been described at the hear- 
ings as a man who collected fat 
fees for help in getting Govern- 
ment contracts for others, and 
who boasted of an inside track 
to the White House through 
Vaughan. Hunt has not testified 
but has vigorously denied trying 
to sell influence.

Bircham 
on the run after two years of un- 
earned freedom, Bircham wrecked 
his automobile in the chase and 
fled on foot, exchanging shots 
with the officers through the back 
yards of Louisville. 

Two Bullets Hit Policeman. 

Pztrolman John H. Tennyson, 
32, was killed by two bullets that. 
struck him in the heart and chest. 
Patrolman John A. Ross was seri- 
ously ‘wounded by two bullets un- 
der the heart. 

Bircham was armed with two 
38 caliber pistols. 

Williams, a 215-pounder, heard a 
disturbance as he and his wife 
were preparing for bed. A neigh- 
bor’s dog started barking and he 
walked out in the back yard to 
see what was wrong. 

“T opened the back door and 
walked down the steps to the 
yard,” he related. “Then a man 
jumped over a fence. Pointing at 
me with a gun in each hand, he 
told me to give him the keys to 
my car or he would kill me. 

“Then he pulled the triggers on 
both guns . . They clicked, but 
didn’t go off.” 

Williams said his wife then 
slammed the back door and 
Bircham told him, “Tell your wife 
to open the door or I'll kill you.” 
Again he pulled the triggers on 
both pistols, but again they failed 
to go off. 

Fight for Life. 

Bircham then ordered Williams 
into the house to get the automo- 
bile keys, but Williams whirled on 
him and after “a fight for my 
life” managed to grab Bircham 
by the throat. 

J told him to lie still or I'd 
choke him,” Williams said, “He 
finally started to scream: ‘I give 
up, I give up.’” 

Mrs. Williams had phoned police 
when she heard the trouble in the 
yard. They arrived and took 
Bircham into custody. 

When the pistols were ex- 
amined, it was found one was 
empty but that the other had one 
shell left in it. It would have 
been fired on the next pull.

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Steel Industry Economist Gives 
Fact-Finders Five Wage Criteria, 
Says None Justifies an Increase 


Increased Production and Ability to Pay Are 
Among Them, and Jules Backman Asserts 
Using Either of Them as a Gauge Would 
Lead to a ‘Chaotic’ Pay Structure.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15. 


HE steel industry, through the testimony of Jules Backman, 

associate professor of economics at New York University, is 

completing today before President Truman’s fact-finding board 
its general economic presentation of reasons why the CIO United 
Steel Workers should be denied the 30-cent-an-hour “wage package” 
it seeks in a fourth round of postwar wage increases. 


Backman’s testimony offered 
in refutation of that of Robert 
R. Nathan, consulting economist 
who prepared an economic case 
for the union to justify its de- 
mands, began Friday. 

He has set up five specific cri- 
teria as gauges to be used in col- 
lective bargaining over wages, 
along with a more general discus- 
sion of the “economic environ- 
ment” which has developed since 
the last wage increase. 

Today Backman is ticking off, 
one by one, his reasons for hold- 
ing that the union is not justified, 
under any one of these criteria, 
in asking for more money. 

Backman’s Criteria. 


The five specific criteria enu- 
merated by Backman are: 

1, Changes in the cost of liv- 
ing or consumers’ price index 
with emphasis on changes in 
“real” wages. 

2. Comparisons with family 
budgets, using in this instance 
the “modest but adequate” budg- 
et for a family of four prepared 
two years ago by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

3. Comparison with wages in 
other industries, involving an 
analysis of wages in similar jobs 
in the same labor market and 
examination of general wage 
movements such as those which 
have been described as “rounds” 
,of postwar wage increases. 

4. Changes in productivity. 

5. Ability to pay. 

The last two are the most in- 
teresting, because of what seems 
to be a general impression that 
wage increases should be tied to 
increases in productivity, which 
would of course increase the abil- 
ity of industry to pay more in 
wages. 

Says “Chaos” Would Result. 

On the point of productivity, 
Backman. testified: 

“If wage increases were deter- 
mined primarily by the rate of in- 
crease in particular industries, we 
should soon have a chaotic wage 
structure.“ 

On the point of ability to pay 
he testified. “Wage increases on 
the basis of ability to pay would 
create a chaotic wage structure.” 

Returning to productivity, Back- 
man testified that over the long 
run improvements in the general 
standard of living of workers must 
come from increased productivity, 
but he distinguished between 
standard of living and wage in- 
come, 

He disputed Nathan’s computa- 
tion that productivity in the steel 
industry had risen in the last 10 
years by nearly 50 per cent, but 
had no firm figure of his own on 
that point. Other witnesses, he 
said, would discuss in detail why 
it has been impossible to make 
meaningful estimates of changes 
in output per man hour for the 
steel industry since 1939. 

In support of his contention 
that wage increases tied to pro- 
ductivity increases in any specific 
industry would create a “chaotic 
wage structure,” Backman testi- 
fied: 

“In new or rapidly growing in- 
dustries there are often tremen- 
dous increases in productivity in 
a relatively short time. 

“Nevertheless wage increases in 
those industries have not par- 
alleled such increases in produc- 
tivity. If they had, wage increases 
in those industries would have 
been completely out of line with 
comparable skills or jobs in other 
industries. Similarly, in more 
static areas of the economy, wages 
would have been greatly depressed 
relative to wages in other indus- 
tries.” 

Other Worker Benefits. 

Higher wage rates constitute 
only one of the many avenues by 
which the worker has shared in 
increased productivity of industry, 
Backman said. As others he men- 
tioned lower prices, improvement 
of the product, paid vacations, 
rest periods, shorter hours with- 
out income loss, and various wel- 
fare plans. 

“In effect,” he said, “gains in 
productivity provide a fund out of 
which a company can increase 
Wages, decrease prices, increase 
profits to the stockholder, or fol- 
low a policy which involves a 
combination of these alterna- 


The “ability to pay” concep 
which also would create a “che. 
otic wage structure” as 
put it, is one which unions have 
used or rejected as the circum- 
stances dictated, he testified. He 
cited an illustration the 1946 ne- 
1 between the CIO United 

uto Workers and the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. and quoted R. J. Thomas, 
then vice president of the union, 
as saying that if it were applied 
in those negotiations the union 
would have been in a “jam,” be- 
cause the company then was los- 
ing money. 

Thomas was one of the left- 
wing leaders of the UAW who lost

generally as one additional factor 
beyond the five specific criteria 
he had enumerated. 

“At the outset,” he testified, “let 
me point out that there is no 
question that reported corporate 
profits in 1948 in current dollars 
were at the highest levels ever at- 
tained. Previous testimony has 
brought out that for the first half 
of 1949, for some of the major 
steel companies, profits at an an- 
nual rate were even higher than 
last year's record, but that in re- 


its have been declining.” 

Backman’s arguments here 
were that the steel industry was 
a “prince or pauper” business, 
which had to make high profits 
in good years to make up for 
losses in bad years; that recent 
high profits were not out of line 
in proportion to the higher level 
of the whole economy; that steel 
profits had been overstated by 
steel companies because of inade- 
quate reserves for depreciation, in- 
clusion of “inventory profits” in a 
rising market for raw materials; 
that profits are declining now be- 
cause of reduced production; that 
the industry could not pay higher 
wages out of past profits, and, in 
any event, profits had varied from 
company to company. 

“Now the bloom is off the 
boom,” he testified, “and that 
means the end of the windfall 
profits which were possible in the 
early postwar years and which 
contributed to the large national 
totals emphasized by Mr. Nathan.” 

Living Costs and Wages. 

We return now to Backman’s 
testimony on the first three of the 
five specific criteria he suggested 
for use in wage negotiations. 

First is changes in the cost of 

living. Since 1945, Backman testi- 
fied, weekly earnings in the steel 
industry have risen 23 per cent, 
and consumers’ prices 27 per cent, 
so that “real” weekly earnings 
have declined by three per cent. 
But this slight decline, he said, 
was more apparent than real and 
results in part from a change in 
the hours worked a week—44.1 in 
1945 and 39.3 currently. Recent 
price trends, he added, give evi- 
dence that consumers’ prices will 
continue to fall, adding to “real” 
wages even if current dollar earn- 
ings remain constant. 
“Since the last general increase 
was granted,” he added, “gross 
hourly earnings (in the steel in- 
dustry) have averaged about $1.65. 
Meanwhile, the consumers’ price 
index has declined 2.4 per cent. 
As a result real hourly earnings 
now are moderately higher than 
the level prevailing immediately 
after the last wage increase was 
granted.” 

The shift here from the first 

point of departure mentioned, 
1945, to the second, 1948, when 
the last increase in steel wages 
was granted, and the further shift 
from a statement based on hourly 
earnings to weekly earnings, and 
the intermingling of “real” dol- 
lars and “current” dollars, illus- 
trate a point made previously in 
these dispatches that a statistic is 
a very different thing from a 
truth, 
“In summary,” Backman con- 
cluded on this point, “it is clear 
that no new wage increase is re- 
quired to offset any rise in the 
cost of living since the last wage 
increase was granted. Since the 
war period real hourly earnings 
have risen, while the trends of 
real weekly earnings are some- 
what obscured. A more signifi- 
cant comparison is that for the 
entire war and postwar period.” 
(Here we go off onto still another 
point of departure.) 

“The available data indicate 
that for this decade there has 
been a material improvement in 
the real living standards of these 
workers both as measured in 
hourly and weekly earnings.” 

This conclusion should be no 
surprise to those who remember 
that before the war we were in a 
depression period, with more than 
eight million unemployed out of 
a labor force some six million

SEEK TO EVALUATE STEEL ORDER TURN 
By J. A. Livingston 


TEEL executives, who were in the dumps in mid-July because 
no business was in sight, are in a quandary now, because orders 


don’t know how to evaluate the 


turn. What production schedulers in Pittsburgh, Chicago, Birming- 
ham, Sparrows Point, Md., and elsewhere are trying to determine is: 
How much of this is real business, marking a pickup in industrial 
demand, and how much is inventory-building in expectation of a 


strike? 


Steel men are especially prone 
to disbelief these days. They’re 
jittery. They’re worried about the 
historical pattern for the industry 
—feast and famine, They feasted 
during the war and the years im- 
mediately after. They wonder: 
Is famine ahead? They’re worried 
too about the presentatich of their 
case before the three-man Fact- 
Finding Board investigating their 
dispute with Philip Murray’s 
United Steelworkers of America. 
Steel men aren’t strong at public 
hearings of this type. They know 
how to melt steel but not hearts. 


‘America at the Crossroads.’ 

Lead-off spokesman for the 
steel companies, Clarence B. Ran- 
dall, president of Inland Steel Co., 
made it clear that anybody who 
had put in orders for steel in an- 
ticipation of a strike was prob- 
ably not too far out on a limb. 
He declared he would not hesi- 
tate to resist the Board’s findings 
if he disagreed with them. Since 
the American Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute was responsible for arrang- 
ing the order of appearances, it 
seems reasonable to assume that 
Randall also spoke for a large 
part if not the entire steel in- 
dustry. ‘ 

Declared Randall: “This is 
America at the crossroads, and 

the steel industry cannot stand 
idly by.” He said that President 
Truman, by naming a Fact- 
Finding Board, was “repealing” 
collective bargaining and trying 
to impose on the industry the 
judgment of three men on what 
wages should be. “The moment 
your announcement is made,” he 
told the Fact-Finders, “every 
power of the government will be 
brought to bear to compel both 
sides to accept your conclu- 
sions.” 

Randall's testimony reinforced 
the belief that in this dispute, the 
steel industry hasn’t much give. 
During the original negotiations, 
United States Steel offered two- 
cents-an-hour toward a company- 
employee insurance plan. It might 
be willing to as high as five 
cents an hour to buy off a strike. 
But that’s close to the limit. The 
industry argues it’s time to stop 
the cost-wage spiral now. 
Persons in touch with the union 
feel that it will take closer to 15 
cents, embracing a wage boost, in- 
surance, and the promise of a pen- 
sion to appease Murray. 

Because the steel strike over- 
hangs all industry, the recent up- 
turn in the durable goods indus- 
tires cannot be accepted at full 
face value. Most companies manu- 
facturing refrigerators, automo- 
biles, washing machines, ma- 


chinery, and so on are probably 


stepping up output so as to have 
finished inventory on hand to sell 
in case a strike comes. 
Nevertheless, not all of the re- 
cent upturn is due to fear buying. 
Some inventories have run too 
low. An interesting case in point 
is in lead and auto batteries. As 


usual, during the spring, manu- 
facturers’ shipments of batteries 
declined. The price of lead dropped 
and dealers decided they’d better 
buy “light.” But once lead prices 
turned around, battery dealers 
were in the market again and 
manufacturers’ sales turned up, 
and so did the price of lead. 

Meanwhile, department store 
sales are down 13% from a year 
ago in the week ended August 6, 
as against 11% in the week be- 
fore and 10% in the week before 
that. Progressively, the declines 
have been getting larger. Early 
in the year the year-to-year drop 
was only 5%. 

The slump is due in part to the 
unusually hot weather. Women 
would rather stay at home than 
brave the humidity and the sun in 
such centers as Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Kansas City, and 
elsewhere. There's à statistical 
reason too. Last year at this time, 
department store sales were regis- 
tering unusual summer gains in 
their boom to a postwar high. But 
this summer, following the usual 
pattern, sales leveled off. Hence, 
the year-to-year percentages are 
not a true indication of the state 
of trade, of the willingness of ulti- 
mate consumers to buy. 


47 PER CENT OF GOVERNMENT

Coal Price Rise 
Forecast Due to 
UMW ‘Control’ 
Senator Sums Up 
Testimony as Urg- 


ing Curbs on Un- 
ion ‘Monopolies.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP). 


N investigating Senator said 

yesterday that testimony indi- 

cates John I. Lewis's union 
“has a monopoly” that is controll- 
ing coal production which will 
lead to higher consumer prices. 

The Senator said witnesses 
heard so far generally agreed 
laws are needed “to curb the 
powers of monopolistic unions. 

Senator Robertson (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, offered this summary of 
testimony before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee which has dealt 
with the coal industry and 
Lewis’s United Mine Workers. 

Witnesses have included coal 
operators and other business rep- 
resentatives. 

No Testimony by Lewis. 

Lewis, who has been criticized 
vigorously in the testimony, has 
thus far declined an invitation to 
appear or send a lieutenant. 

Robertson, presiding, said the 
hearings will continue two more 
weeks on the inquiry into “eco- 
nomic power of labor organiza- 
tions and possible adverse effects 
of this power on consumers and 
small business.” 

Robertson denounced the three- 
day work week set up by Lewis 
in the soft-coal industry, but a 
spokesman for the union said it 
will continue. 

Lewis put the three-day work 
week into effect during negoti- 
ations with operators for a new 
contract. He was faced with a 
big stockpile of coal above the 
ground and the loss of evenue 
for his union’s welfare fund in 
case he chose to strike.

Answer by UMW. Source. 
Lewis was not in Washington 
but another UMW source gave this 
answer to the question when it 
was put to him by a reporter: 

“There is no change in the situ- 
afion. The United Mine Workers 
will go ahead and work on a three- 
day week, just like they’ve been 
doing.” 

Contract negotiations by the 
union and Northern and Western 
operators are in recess until Aug. 
23. So are those involving the H. 
C. Frick Coal Co., which produces.

States steel furnaces. Negotiations 
with the Southern Coal Producers 
Association are in recess until

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Loopholes for Lobbyists 

Specific information on how not to go about 
trying to get a Government contract is contained 
in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion on illegal 
practices, But there are always those who hunt 
for loopholes in the lobbying law, as the five- 
percenter inquiry shows, so the House has de- 
cided to investigate lobbying in general. 

A confusion of proposals faces this Congress. 
Important among them is a bill to impose regis- 
tration on all federal, state or local officers who 
try to influence legislation. Two others, aimed 
at five percenters, would reqtire registration of 
anyone seeking a Government contract in ex- 
cess of $25,000, and certification on each con- 
tract of efforts to influence legislation. 

The principal proposal to revise the lobbying 
law itself comes from Representative Buchanan 
of Pennsylvania. He would require lobbyists to 
file and report if they seek to raise or spend 
more than $5000 to influence action in Congress. 

This measure would plug one big hole in the 
present law, by dropping the provision for list- 
ing only the names of contributors of more than 
$500. One lobbyist illustrated the easy evasion 
of this provision in collecting $22,842 to oppose 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley law. He reported that 
$14,000 came from individual contributions of 
less than $500 each. 

One Congress after another has tried to 
strengthen restrictions on lobbying. A few more 
cynical members have viewed lobbying as in 
the nature of things, and corruption and venal- 
ity at any given period as merely a reflection of 
contemporary public morals. If this is so, the 
case of Harry Vaughan and the deep freezers 
is at least in petty contrast with the millions 
involved in Government scandals 20 years ago. 

Today the law is strict against corrupt offi- 
cials and venal special interests, but the diffi- 
culty always is in revealing them. The House 
lobbying inquiry should concentrate on how to 
make detection more effective. 
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On Being Second 

Let nobody say that being second is a dis- 
grace; it is merely something less than being 
first. Being second is the anticlimax rather 
than the climax, the good fight instead of the 
victory. It is comparable to the spray of car- 
nations in place of the bouquet of roses, or the 
bit of green just underneath the asparagus tip. 
But it is small consolation to be there, and 
there we do not think the Cardinals will long 
remain. 


Letter from Valka 

A letter has just come from Valka. That is 
the collection of bare wood and tarpaper bar- 
racks outside Nuernberg, Germany, serving as a 
DP camp for hundreds of Estonians, Latvians 
and Lithuanians. Surrounded by wire, its 
“streets” turning to mud when it rains, its 
rooms hot under the summer sun and bitter cold 
in the winter wind, it is not a very pleasant 
place to live. And there’s not much to do there 
except gather faggots for the fire, tend the veg- 
etable gardens which supplement the camp ra- 
tions, patch old clothes to make them last a little 
longer—and to try to persuade the children that 
life really can be better than this. 

But the letter is not a complaint about Valka. 
Instead, it tells of a meeting held by the people 
of the camp to see what might be done for those 
of their countrymen who did not manage to es- 
cape from their homes before the iron curtain 
fell. Many of these, so says the letter, now are in 
Russian labor camps. Returning German war 
prisoners tell the DPs how grim those places 
are. And the helpless DPs send out an appeal 
on behalf of their more helpless countrymen. 

Tragically, there is not much that can be 
done for those people. But some of the Valka 
DPs—and DPs from the other camps scattered 
across Western Germany—could be given a 
chance to start new and useful lives in the 
United States. To that end, Democratic Senator 
Lucas and Republican Senator Taft are making 
a joint effort to break Senator MeCarran’s 
blockade of the measure which would take the 
unfairness—the discrimination against Jews 
and Catholics—out of the present DP law. It 
would also admit more DPs to the United States. 
The House passed the bill long ago, but Senator 
McCarran has it bottled up in his committee. 

Senators Taft and Lucas want to get it out for 
a vote by a resolution to discharge the commit- 
tee from further study of the bill. Such a reso- 
lution needs only the support of a simple Senate 
majority. Washington observers, however, say 
that precedent makes such a majority hard to 
get. Thinking of Valka, we say: Let precedent

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Germany Votes Conservative 
German political forecasters apparently are 
better at the business than American pollsters 


were last November. Except for the fact that 
more voters went to the polls than were expect- 


ed—and that's all to the good—the results fol- 


lowed pre-election indications fairly closely. 

The old Social Democrats, now calling them- 
selves the SPD or Socialist Party of Germany, 
received almost 7,000,000 votes, the largest num- 
ber cast for a single party, but not quite enough 
to overcome the roughly 7,350,000 cast for the 
Christian Democrat-Christian Socialist coalition. 

The biggest surprise of the day was the total 
of almost 3,000,000 votes cast for the ultra-con- 
servative Free Democratic Party. If this group 
throws its support to the CDU-CSU coalition in 
the Bonn parliament, that bloc—led by the CDU’s 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer—should be able to organ- 
ize the lower chamber of the new German leg- 
islature. Also, it should be able to march fair- 
ly well in step with the upper chamber to be 
appointed by the governments of the various 
laender (states). The tone of such a legislature 
should be definitely conservative. 

The balance should not be too precarious on 
a straight right-left division because most of the 
minor parties, representing more than 2,000,000 
voters, lean heavily to the right. The Commu- 
nists got a bigger vote than the polls predicted 
— 1,360,000 on the basis of returns at hand 
—but not enough to give them any real power. 
They cannot even hope for influence in a leftish 
opposition bloc because Kurt Schumacher and 
Prof. Carlo Schmid, the colorful Socialist lead- 
ers, denounced them even more bitterly than 
they did the parties of the right. 

As seats in the legislature go, the CDU-CSU 
coalition won 139 to the Socialists’ 131. But 
the Free Democrats have 52 seats. And, on 
occasion, the coalition may be able to count on 
as high as 50 or 60 of the minor party delegates. 
So it would seem that it should be able to or- 
ganize the new government on a “states’ rights” 
basis, instead of as a centralized federation such 
as the Socialists want. How far the coalition 
can go in any direction, however, depends on 
how well the alliance can be held together. 

American Military Government leaders, inci- 
dentally, ought to be happy now that their 
favorites seem to be in the saddle. But this is 
a good time for the Americans to remind them- 
selves that if they mix too directly into German 
politics, they may find a lot of German mud 
coming their way. This is a good time to sit 
back and keep an eye on how things work out. 
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Two Editors in Madison County 

Chalk up some scores for a couple of Madison 
county editors who are doing something about 
the lawlessness that has marred their county’s 
good name. 

For weeks Paul Simon, editor of the weekly 
Troy Tribune, has been blasting State’s Attor- 
ney Lewis with front page open letters which 
denounce gambling conditions. Last week, C. E. 
Townsend, publisher of the semi-weekly Granite 
City Press-Record, was threatened over the phone 
and told to quit printing exposes of the 200 
Club, ornate gambling joint in Madison. Editor 
Townsend met the threat in his next issue with 
a warning that if it were not closed citizens may 
“move the joint out and the officials with it.” 

Over the weekend, the 200 Club was closed. 
Sheriff Harréll told the town’s Chief of Police 
that he was acting because of a “breakdown in 
local law enforcement.” He may also have noted 
that last week 125 Madison county taverns, or 
almost one out of every four in the county, were 
denied liquor license renewals, pending hear- 
ings, by the State Liquor Control because of 
reports of gambling on the premises. 

If citizens will back up the Granite City Press- 
Record and the Troy Tribune, they can either 
force a local cleanup or intervention of the long, 
strong arm of Springfield. 
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Labor Organizes for the Cold War 

Communist attempts to take control of the 
world’s labor unions have resulted in a shotgun 
wedding between the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions on an international level. Labor is taking 
battle stations in the cold war. 

In the unlikely setting of Geneva, Switzer- 
land, a milestone in American labor history was 
passed when delegates from labor unions west 
of the Iron Curtain, including the AFL and the 
CIO, agreed to form a new world labor organi- 
zation. 

The new organization, scheduled to be formed 
officially at a meeting next November when a 
constitution is to be adopted, arose after Com- 
munists turned the World Federation of Trade 
Unions into an agency of the Kremlin’s propa- 
ganda campaign against the Marshall plan. 
Delegates representing the CIO and British and 
Dutch unions left the WFTU in protest. 

One aim of the new world group will be to 
overpower the WETU. It certainly will outnum- 
ber the Communist organization. The new group 
represents some 42,000,000 workers. The WFTU 
represents only 30,000,000 workers. 

Significantly enough, this is the first time 
that labor unions have organized on an interna- 
tional scale in direct violation of Karl Marx’s 
famous dictum, “Workers of the world, unite!” 
Perhaps of even greater significance is the clear 
warning to the Kremlin that American labor is 
willing to forget its long-standing feuds and its 
traditional policy of isolationism in international 
affairs in order to help cage the Russian bear.

Both these measures follow the general 
principles of a statute already on the books. 
This requires former Treasury employes to 
obtain consent of that department before 
appearing before it in cases involving tax 
matters pending while they were Treasury 
employes. 

Certain influence practices are made il- 
legal in Title 18 of the United States Crim- 
inal Code. For instance: 


“Sec. 201—Whoever promises, offers, or 
gives any money or thing of value, or 
makes or tenders any check ... to any 
officer, or employe, or person acting for 
or on behalf of the United States... or 
to any officer or person acting for or on 


a 
‘ 
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fraud on the United States, or to indude 
him to do or omit to do any act in viola- 
tion of his lawful duty, shall be fined not 
more than three times the amount of such 
money or value of such thing, or impris- 
oned not more than three years,.or both.” 
(The same penalty applies to the person 
accepting such money.) 


“Sec. 216—Whoever, being a member of 
Congress or an employe . . . of the United 
States, directly or indirectly receives, or 
agrees to receive (or offers or agrees to 
offer) any money or thing of value, for 
giving, procuring, or aiding to procure to 
or for any person, any contract from the 
United States or from any officer, depart- 
ment, or agency thereof... shall be fined 
not more than $10,000, or imprisoned not 
more than two years, or both. ... The 
President may declare void any such con- 
tract or agreement.” 

Sec. 431 prohibits members of Congress 
from directly or indirectly undertaking or 
entering into any contract made on behalf 
of the United States, on penalty of a fine 
of not more than $3000, 

Sec. 434 prohibits any employe of the 
United States “directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in the pecuniary profits or contracts” 
of any business entity from transacting 
Government business with such a firm. 
This penalty is two years or $2000 or both. 


Sec. 281 prohibits any member of Con- 
gress or Government eniploye from receiv- 
ing compensation for any services rendered 
“in relation to any proceeding, contract,

Growth of Immaturity 


THE MATURE MIND by H. A. Overstreet. 
Norton & Co., New York, 295 pgs., $2.95.) 
The human failure in our times, Dr. 

Overstreet believes, is a failure to mature. 
It is his contention that we must replace 
the two chief previous explanations of hu- 
man misbehavior (that man is either good 
or bad, and that he is either ignorant or 
possessed of knowledge) with a new 
analysis: man is either mature or imma- 
ture; if immature, he is likely to behave 
badly; if mature, he will behave well. 


Dr. Overstreet analyzes many ways in 
which we are immature. In imagination 
for instance: “The arrested development of 
the imagination is, perhaps, the most com- 
mon tragedy of our human existence.” 
Imagination fails to grow, and thus fails 
to bring us to an understanding of others, 
when parents confirm a child in his ego- 
centricity; when, in “schools, communities 
and even churches, children are encouraged 
to achieve only a limited or provincial 
growth beyond egocentricity”; when the

a person rate as a ‘good’ party member or 

patriot.” Newspapers encourage imma- 

turity by treating all the news as if it 

were catastrophe and warfare; the radio 

by refusing to permit a long span of atten- 

tion to any one thing; the advertiser by 

doing his best to prevent the development 

of critical faculties; the motion-pictures by 

giving us adolescent compensatory day- 
dreams. 

The home, the school and the church— 
though they often now éncourage imma- 
turity—can, if they will, counteract many

Blow to Statehood. 


But the peril is that the strike 
may be communicated to other 
seafaring unions and the paralysis 
spread from Hawaii to ports on 
the mainland. That would neces- 
sitate intervention under the Taft- 
Hartley Act, which is what the 
President has wanted to avoid. 


Whether Harry Bridges’s Inter- 
mational Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union is actually 
Communist-controlled is, in a 
sense, beside the point. It is be- 
side the point because the net 
effect of the strike is to strength- 
en the position of world Commu- 
nism in a vital and strategic spot. 

A major effect of the 103-day- 
old longshoremen’s strike, with its 
Communist charges and counter- 
charges, has been to stop the 
move for statehood for Hawaii. 
It is dead for this session of Con- 
gress and it will be difficult to 
revive it next. session. 

In the opinion of many familiar 
with the Territory it is only 
through statehood that Hawaii 
can become truly a bastion of 
American democracy in the Pa- 
cific. Short of statehood with 
voting representation in Congress, 
every department in the Islands 
will be scanted by a grudging 
Congress. 


Dividends for Communism. 


So the vigorous move that had 
seemed to assure statehood for 
Hawaii and perhaps for Alaska, 
too, is brought to a standstill. The

Rival Monopolies, 


The monopoly of the union is 
matched by a virtual - monopoly 
on shipping held by the Alaska 
Steamship Co. Gruening has fre- 
quently protested the rates 
charged by this line and the limit- 
ed service provided by a small 
number of ships. 

This may well be a highly sig- 
nificant relationship. A business 
monopoly invites a union monopo- 
ly. The combination invites irre- 
sponsibility and arbitrary behavior 
—an open door to Communism, 

If the Hawaii strike spreads to 
the mainiand, it can produce some 
very embarrassing results, The 
Executive Council of the CIO, 
with its preponderant anti-Com- 
munist majority, has been very 
slow in taking action against 
Bridges and other CIO leaders 
who defiantly follow the Commu- 
nist line. 


Tragic for Workers. 


That action may come at the 
CIO convention in Cleveland at 
the end of October. But before 
that can happen, the Maritime 
Unions may have struck on the 
mainland and that strike could 
coincide with strikes in steel and 
motors, which have an economic 
as contrasted to a political moti- 
vation. 

For unions interested in true 
collective bargaining to get higher 
wages and a better gtatus, Com- 
munism is a heavy liability. That 
is part of the tragedy of Hawaii 
— that the workers’ case for a 
wage increase has been lost sight 


of in the political repercussions 
of the strike.

Buffalo Attorney Was Presi- 
dent-Designate of National As- 
sociation, Writer on Law.

NANTUCKET, Mass., Aug. 15 
(AP)—Philip John Wickser of 
Buffalo, N. T., who was nominated 
last February for the presidency 
of the American Bar Association, 
died yesterday at Memorial Hos- 
pital. He was 62 years old. 

He was unopposed for the of- 
fice and was slated to be elected 
officially in the fall. He entered 
the hospital Friday after becom- 
ing ill at his summer home here. 

A graduate of Cornell Univer- 
sity in 1908 and of Harvard law 
school in 1911, he was a member 
of the Buffalo law firm of Pal- 
mer, Houck & Wickser. 

He was chairman of the board 
of the Buffalo Insurance Co. and 
a director of the Marine Trust Co. 
and the Dunlop Tire and Rubber 
Co., both of Buffalo. 

Wickser was a member of the 
New York state Board of Law 
Examiners since 1921 and of the 
Federal Board of Legal Exam- 
iners since 1941. 

He was vice chairman of the 
Governor’s Commission on Unem- 
ployment Relief in New York in 
1934-1936. He was also president 
of the Buffalo Historical Society, 
director of Buffalo Fine Arts 
Academy, chairman of the board 
of governors of the Albright Art 
Gallery, Buffalo, and director of 
the Grosvenor Library there. 

He wrote extensively on legal 
topics and held many offices in 
New York bar associations at 
various times.

LOAN TOLUSTRON 


House Member Says 
Agency Believes Pre- 
fabricated House Con- 
cern Is Near* Success. 


By G. MILTON KELLY 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration is perpared to lend an- 
other $14,500,000 to the Lustron 
Corp. of Columbus, O., Representa- 
tive Cole (Rep.), Kansas, said to- 
day. 

He told a reporter he had ob- 
tained this information form top 
RFC officials with whom he con- 
ferred in the course of a congres- 
sional investigation of RFC loans 
to Lustron which already total 
$35,500,000. 

Carl G. Strandlund, Lustron 
president, told an interviewer to- 
day he expets the additional $14,- 
500,000 will be needed to place the 
company “on a money making 
basis.” Lustron makes prefabricat- 
ed houses. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment by the RFC. 

Cole said the RFC believes that 
once the Lustron Corp. “has found 
its feet and proved itself,” it can 
obtain enough private capital— 
possibly through a new stock issue 
—to pay off in full its debt to 
RFC 


He said he had discussed the 
matter at length with “high of- 
ficials of the RFC, including at 
least one RFC director 

“They told me they believe Mr. 
Strandlund is an honest and cap- 
able man, and that the future of 
Lustron looks so good that it 
would be a mistake to shut off 
loans to them at this time, when 
they are within sight of reaching 
their goal. 

“The RFC officials said Lustron 
has proved it can mass-produce 
prefabricated homes in its well- 
tooled factory at Columbus, and is 
trying now to prove there is a 
good market for its product. 

“My impression is that the 
RFC is definitely ‘sold’ on Lus- 
tron and is just as ‘sold’ on Strand- 
lund, They said, however, they 
believe improvement should be 
made in the calibre of his per- 
sonnel at the second administra- 
tive level, and they are trying 
to help him do this.” 

Cole said he asked the RFC offi- 
cials whether they intend to set 
$50,000,000 as the amount beyond 
which they will not go in lending 
to the corporation. 

“The answer was, they don’t 
know whether they should go be- 
yond that figure, or would have 
to go beyond it,” he said. 

Cole said he wants to “take a 
few days to think this over” be- 
fore deciding what next step to 
take in the inquiry.

“On the balance it seems clear 
that no grounds exist for a gen- 
eral wage increase on the basis 
of the family budget when that 
standard is properly applied to 
embrace the actual number of 
claimed exemptions (size of fam- 
ily as indicated by income tax ex- 
emptions claimed by steel work- 
ers) and total earnings of steel- 
workers’ families.” 

Backman’s third criterion—com- 
parison with wages in other in- 
dustries — completed the discus- 
sion, because the last two, as he 
enumerated them, were described 
first in this dispatch. 

“In April 1949,” he testified, 
“weekly earnings averaged $64.59 | 
for workers in blast furnaces, 
steel works and rolling mills, 
compared with a national average 
for workers in all manufacturing 
of $52.70, or a differential of 
$11.89 in favor of the steel work- 
ers. As compared with workers 
in durable goods industries, steel 
workers had an advantage of 
$7.73.” 

The average for all industries 
naturally is affected by wages in 
low-paid industries where skills 
required and hazards encountered 
are less than those in the steel 
industry.

COURTHOUSE ISN'T READY;

Bids for contracts to supply fur- 
niture costing $50,000 to $100,000 
for the new St. Louis county court- 
house in Clayton were returned 
unopened today because the new 
building will not be ready for occu- 
pancy Oct. 15, delivery date speci- 
fied in the bids.

URGED BY J) KESSLER 


Investigator Tells N.A.A.C.P. 
Facilities Don’t Equal 
Those of Whites. 


St. Louis educational facilities 
for Negroes are “so grossly un- 
equal to those for whites that the 
citizens must start to make 
amends,” a meeting of the St. 
Louis branch of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People was told yesterday 
at Scruggs Memorial Methodist 
Church, 3682 Cook avenue. 

The speaker was John J. Kess- 
ler, who is completing a survey of 
the city’s “educational inequali- 
ties” for the N. A. A. C. P. He served 
four years on former Mayor Aloys 
FP. Kaufmann’s Race Relations 
Commission and headed a special 
investigating committee that made 
comparative studies of Stowe and 
Harris Teachers’ Colleges and 
Washington and Hadley technical 
high schools. Kessler holds a doc- 
tor of philosophy degree in mathe- 
matics and chemistry from Wash- 
ington University and is president 
of the American Soybean Institute, 
non-profit research organization. 

Dr. Kessler stressed he was 
speaking “not as rabble-rouser but 
as fact-finder and citizen in a 
democracy.” His investigations in- 
dicate, he said, that Negro schools 
here receive less than half the 
money they should get on a pro- 
portional enrollment basis, 

Cites ualities. 

“Hadley Tech has excellent aero- 
dynamics equipment, but Wash- 
ington Tech has none at all,” he 
said. “You can’t call that equality 
no matter how you view it.” Then 
he read from the 1938 Supreme 
Court opinion in the Lloyd Gaines 
case to show that states maintain- 
ing segregated schools are re- 
quired by the Constitution to pro- 
vide equal facilities. 
“Missouri lags behind even the 
Deep South in higher education 
for Negroes,” Dr. Kessler de- 
clared. “The South is so anxious 
to keep its costly pattern of segre- 
gation that it is paying Negro 
Ph.D.s twice what they get at 
Stowe. That’s one reason Stowe 
loses its Ph.D.s to southern uni- 
versities. Ex-Stowe teachers now 
in the South emphasize they have 
better libraries, classrooms and 
laboratories in their new posts. 

“Negro enroliment in St. Louis 
in 1947 was 26 per cent of the 
total school registration, but the 
assessed value of Negro schools 
and grounds was only 11 per cent 
of the total for St. Louis public 
education—less than half what 
the Negro is entitled to. 

“There is a serious question 
whether, ultimately, segregation 
can be maintained at all. The Su- 
preme Court has not yet ruled on 
it directly, but a United States 
District Court in California has 
held, in a case involving a Mexi- 
can, that even when separate 
equal facilities are unquestionably 
available, segregation of itself 
constitutes inequality.” 

Reviews Schermer Report.

Negro attorney, reviewed the 
Schermer report, made by George 
Schermer, Detroit expert, on the 
recent Fairgrounds Park disturb- 
ance, at the request of Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst’s Human Rela- 
tions Council.

of the 7000 guerrillas in the Vitsi 
mountains had been annihilated. 

Van Fleet, head of the United 
States military aid mission to 
Greece, said on his return from a 
tour of the front lines that about 
80 per cent of the Communist-led 
fighters escaped after a crushing 
Gefeat. The remaining 10 per 
eent, he indicated, were either 
prisoners or putting up token re- 
sistance along the Albanian bor- 
der. 

He wired congratulations to 
Gen. Alexander Papagos, the 
Greek commander, who has been

HOSPITAL PATIENT SETS FIRE 


Fire kindled, by a mental pa- 
tient in a basement prison ward 
at Homer G. Phillips Hospital 
blackened walls today before it 
was extinguished by city firemen. 
Virgil McKnight, hospital super- 
intendent, said damage was neg- 
ligible. 

McKnight said the patient had 
broken up a wooden window sash 
and used a sheet or bedjacket to 
try to get the wood to burn. 


Premier Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz 
kept his promise to close the 
Greek-Yugoslav border.

STRANGELY ENOUGH, the 
newspaper did not mention the 
fact that in the old days the indi- 
viduals themselves would have 
been putting away money for their 
old age—and, as far as the pres- 
ent plan is concerned, that is ac- 
tually what they are doing. The 
present plan is more secure be- 
cause today the Government re- 
ceives their money and is back of 
it; and as Jong as the Government 
is stable, they are sure of their 
old age insurance. They will not 
go through the tragedy of putting 
their money in a sock and then 
losing the sock or having it 
stolen, or of putting it in a bank 
run individuals whose bad 
judgment sometimes made the 
bank fail. 


I do not think we have really 
the basic obligations in 

this case. We have simply made 
it a responsibility of Government 
and thereby a little more secure 
the individual. The same 


thing can be said in answer to 
the question of whether the blind 
and the handicapped should be 
taken care of under Social Se- 
curity or by private charity. If 
it is well done through Govern- 
ment, as it should be, we are more 
secure and the cost to the indi- 
vidual is no greater than when 
he had to do it through private 
charities,

THIS KIND OF THING does 
not m to me to lead us to col- 
lectivism. We keep the control in 
our own hands as long as we keep 
our secret ballot, and as long as 
we insist on the right to free ex- 
pression of everyone’s opinion so 
that we can hear al sides of any 
question and make up our own 
minds as to what we think is 
right. 

Nor does it seem important to 
me that more of our money goes 
into government and less into priv 
vate charity, even if that. . 


by our churches of our most re- 
sponsible groups. This ig not to 
be regretted if it makes us more 
secure and if, through our control 
of government, we hold in our 
hands the power to insist that its 
business be run as we think it 
should be run. 


There is still plenty of room in 
the world for us to cultivate help- 
fulness to others, ag well as a real 
human understanding and charity 
along lines which cannot be turned 
over to govermment but which can 
be done by individual contacts. I 
am not frightened that we are ap- 
proaching the “last mile“ before 
we reach collectivism. I just want 
to be sure that we watch every 
program of government and use 
to the very best advantage our 
power as individual citizens in a 
democracy.

To End Your Suspense, He's Picking Up His Feet and Laying Em Down 
With Natives—and McLemore—in Fer- Off South Africa—Dances Described 


‘By Henry McLemore 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa, Aug. 15. 
COULDN'T believe my eyes. 
Either one of them. 

Some fifty Zulu tribesmen, in 
fyll ceremonial] dress, were per- 
forming one of their ancient 
dances — shouting, clapping and 


stamping. 
Right in the middle of the 


group, keeping up with the best of. 


the Zulus, was H. V. Kaltenborn. 
Before the Zulus had finished I 


was right in there with them, too, 


having been ordered to do my 
stuff by Mrs. Kaltenborn, who 
wanted to take pictures of the 
contrast between the natural grace 
of the tribesmen and the antics 
of a distinguished radio com- 
mentator and a columnist. 

The scene of thig spectacle was 
the Crown Gold Mines, some half 
hour’s drive from Johannesburg. 
This mine, one of the largest and 
oldest on the Witwatersrand, em- 
ploys more than 8000 migrant na- 
tive workers from all over South 
Africa, They are recruited from 
a score of tribes includi the 
Pondomise, Bupedi, Baca, bi, 
Amakwenkwe, Mzingili, Nguni, 
and Ndau (Chai Chai), and come 
from territories within a radius of 
500 miles and more of the gold 
mines. 

They prefer dancing to any 
sport. Each Sunday, at every 
mine, dance teams chosen from 
the various tribes begin dancing 
early in the morning and do not 
call it quits until the sun goes 
down. Visitors are welcome, but 
it has no semblance to a staged 
The dancers, 
as well as the thousands of natives 


who watch them, pay absolutely no 


attention to visitors. 

Some 350,000 natives are em- 
ployed by the Witwatersrand gold 
mines. 

The various tribes are very 
clannish, and as far as possible 
they are housed as units to avoid 
trouble. Let certain tribes inter- 
mingle and they are likely to for- 
get that they are within walking 
distance of one of the most mod- 
ern cities in the world, and revert 
to bush tactics. 

They are not allowed to bring 
their families to the mines, be- 
cause there wouldn’t be room for 
them. Families of 16 and 17 are 
common among the tribesmén, so 
the women folks have to stay at 
home. Part of a worker’s pay is 
deducted each week and sent to 
his home, and another part is 
saved for him so that when he is 
ready to return to the country he

ROBABLY nowhere else in the 
P world can you find such min- 

gling of the old and the new, 
the primitive and the modern, 
than a day-long dance of the na- 
tive gold mine workers. 

As A. W. Wells so well puts it in 
his fine book, “South Africa”: 

“The natives stand in great, long 
lines, and chant and gesticulate 
and throw about their arms and 
twist their bodies and stamp their 
feet all in amazing unison and 
rhythm, 

“It is that perpetual stamping 
that is so terrifying. They stamp 
until the earth seems to tremble. 

“The authentic note of Africa— 
Darkest Africa, as some people 
still love to call it—is in that 
stamping.” 


Thousands of them dance, and 
as you watch them it is hard to 
believe that you are only a few 
miles from the center of one of 
the richest, sleekest cities in the 
world, The dancers are, for the 
most part, only a fewe months 
away from such places as South- 
ern Zululand, the Bilarie Masia 
district of Portuguese East Africa, 
East Griqualand, Basutoland, and 
Swaziland. 


As I said, these dances are not 
staged for tourists. They are as 
natural as the ones the workers’ 
families and friends perform in 
the back country. They dance for 
hours, and finish completely ex- 
hausted. Lach tribe is dressed 
differently, and all the costumes 
you associate with Africa are rep- 
resented — feathers, lion skins, 
hyena tails, bells, iron wrist, neck 
and leg bracelets, metal ear pieces 
which deform the ear lobes until 
they are as big as pancakes. 


The different tribes perform one 
at a time in a huge rectangle, 
which is surrounded by the thou- 
sands of mine workers who are 
not dancers.. The onlookers are 
as enthusiastic as any football 
crowd, and keep up a continuous 
barbaric chant,

Some leap high in the air, 
some stand and shimmy, others 
crouch and stamp around in 
circles, while still others combine 
all these movements.

The 
current offerings for the new sea- 
son, which will begin to How up 
in stores in the next couple of 
weeks, include many that are 
pleasing in colors and designs. 

There's one thing to remember 
about plastic draperies—the light- 
er the weight, the more fullness 
you want for a beautiful drape 
or hang. The two-mil weight, 
for example, looks very effective 
in an all-over pattern that is 
pleated rather full for the con- 
ventional draperies or is used as 
draw curtains. 

The heavier weight, four-mil, 
drapes more like a conventional 
woven fabric. With it you can 
get along on a 27-inch panel on 
each side of a window that is 
not too large.
